Response to Amendment 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed September 7, 2005 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 4, 6, and 8 based upon a 102(e) rejection over US Pat. 6,485,599. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 6, 8, 14, and 17-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 4, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including applying a non-epoxy glue sealant 
along an outer periphery of a first substrate; and irradiating the glue sealant with laser beam 
irradiation that is incident onto one of the first or the second substrates, so that the laser beam 
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subtends an angle at non-normal incidence with respect to the first or second substrate receiving 
the laser beam radiation. 

Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including applying a non-epoxy glue sealant 
along an outer periphery of a first substrate; and irradiating the glue sealant with laser beam 
irradiation from a continuous (CW) laser. 

Further regarding claims 4, 6, and 8, note that the 1 .132 declaration filed September 7, 
2005 effectively states that the subject matter of US Pat. 6,485,599 has the same inventive entity 
as the claimed invention (i.e., not "by another") and therefore does not qualify as prior art usable 
in a 102(e) rejection of those claims. 

The reasons for allowance of claims 14 and 17-23 were given in the Office Action mailed 
on July 7, 2005.
